Text of Edward’s Farewell 


The following is the text of former King Edward VIll’s farewell | 
address as transcribed from the radio rebroadcast: 

At long last | am. able to say a few words of my own. 
wanted to withhold anything, but until now it has not been constitu- 
tionally possible for me to speak. A few hours ago | discharged my 
last duty as King and Emperor. And now that | haye been succeeded by 
my brother, the Duke of York, my first words must be to declare my 
allegiance to him. This I do With all my heart. 

Duties Too Heavy Without.Love. — . 

You all K:ow the reasons which have impelled me to renounce: the 
throne, but | want you to understand that in making up my mind | did 
not forget the country or the empire which as Prince of wees and 
lately as King, I have for.25 years tried to serve. 

But you must believe me when | tell you that I have found it im- 
possible to carry the heavy burden of responsibility and to discharge 
my duties as King as 1 would wish to do without the help and support 
of the woman | love. 

And I want you to know that the decision that I have made has 
been mine and mine alone. 

This was a thing | had to judge entirely for myself. The other 
person, most nearly concerned, has tried to the last to persuade me 
to take a different course. 1 have made this most sad decision of my 
life only upon the single thought of what would in the end be best 


for all.

CLAIMED BY DEATH: 


“Dean of Steel Industry” 
Had Spent 67 Years With 
Same Firm. 


PITTSBURGH, Dec. .11.—(>)-—~ 
Willis Larimer King: 85-year-old 
“dean of the steel industry,” died 
today. : 

He spent 67 years with the Jones 
& Laughlin Steel Corporation, work- 
ing his way from clerk in 1869 to 
the board of managers in 1889. 

King helped organize the American 
Iron and Steel Institute, became a 
vice president, and campaigned in the 
industry against unfair business prac- 
tices. 

——— ‘was one motto framed in his 
ice. 

It said: 

“A contract is a contract.” 

In 1923 the institute awarded him 
the Gary medal for achievement, cit- 
ing King as ‘a leader :n inspiring 
high ideals and promoting confidence 
and good will ir the welfare” of the 
industr.. 

A contemporary of Andrew Car- 
negie, King went to work for Jones 
& Laughlin when the office personnel 
of the family-owned steel company 
numbered just five persons. 

The company’s daily production of 
iron then was 100 tons. King 
helped expand the firm’s business to 
its present 10,000 tons production of 
steel ingots a day.

EDWARD’S RADIO 
TALK MAY BE LAST. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 11.—(4)—The 
farewell speech, as it was delivered 
today by the voice of the man intro- 
duced to millions of radio listeners 
as “Prince Edward,” probably has 
been heard for the last time. 

The government-controlled British 
broadcasting company made a special 
request of co-operating networks to 
refrain from making recordings of the 
retiring King’s farewell. 

One rebroadcast of the speech, in 
Edward’s own voice was made for 
the British Empire alone, three and 
one-half hours after he was heard in 
the United States. 

Two big networks (NBC and CBS) 
said they have a standing rule against 
using recordings anyway. 

Though transcriptions were barred, 
there were many redeliveries of the 
speech on the American networks. 

Thousands of telephoned requests 
were received at stations for readings 
by listeners who could not be at their 
radios when the former King spoke.

Queen Mother Touched by 
Sympathy Shown by 
Nation. 


LONDON, Dec. 11.—(/)—Queen 
Mary, in a message addressed to the 
British people said tonight she was 
“deeply touched by the sympathy 
which has surrounded me at this time 
of anxiety. 

The Queen-mother’s statement fol- 
lows: 

“IT have been so deeply touched by 
the sympathy which has surrounded 
me at thie time of anxiety that I 
must send a message of gratitude from 
the depths of my heart.

Grave Financial Crisis. 

Councilman John White, vice chair- 
man of the city council finance com- 
mittee, told the commissioners, in spe- 
cial session yesterday, that the city 
faced its gravest financial crisis and 
that everything depended on the coun- 
ty and city together working out plans 
caring for relief and hospitaliza- 
ion. 

Representatives declared the relief 
situation to be the most vital imme- 
diately, and Chairman Charles R. 
Adams, of the commissioners, request- 
ed city council to send representatives 
of the new council to a meeting of the 
|board of public welfare meeting at 
10:30 o’clock Monday at the court- 
house. 

Commissioners voted down a sug- 
gestion that the citizens’ committee 
map a relief and hospitalization pro- 
gram, declaring, in the words of Com- 
missioner George Longino, “the relief 
/problem is too vital and pressing at 
'present to defer action until after 
‘January 1. Something must be done 
/now, and no time must be lost in the 
council and the cqunty determining 
/how much shall be given the board for 
‘feeding the needy.” 

Unable to Take Load. 

| The county commissioners declared 
_ they were prepared to continue their 
| appgopriation of $25,000 a month for 
relief, but announced again they were 
| unable to assume the city’s appropria- 
| tion of $40,000 monthlr, or even “a 
| part of it.” 

| White and Frank Beck, chairman 
of the council hospital committee, an- 
nounced they will introduce a bill in 
next session of council asking for the 
appointment of five new council mem- 
bers to serve on the citizens’ commit- 
tee, which will include the five mem- 
bers of the county commission, five 
councilmen, representatives of the At- 
lanta newspapers, the Chamber of 
Commerce, the Federation of Trades, 
the Fulton county legislators, and 
civic club representatives. 

Councilman Beck, who said he was 
primarily interested in the hospitali- 
zation problem, warned the commis- 
'sioners and council representatives 
they must not let the question of re- 
lief interfere in a “close co-operation 
between the two governments in this 
time of financial crisis of the city.” 

Willing to Help. 

Commissioner Edwin Jobnson said 
'the commission was perfectly willing 
to aid the city in any way it could, 
and admitted the need -of close co- 
operation between the two govern- 
ments as the solution to “many prob- 
lems.” 

In discussing the operation of the 
| hospitals by tbe county, Dr. Adams 
revealed that the doctors of the state 
intend having a bill introduced in the 
next session of the legislature giving 
counties without adequate hospitali- 
‘gation the right to contract with ad- 
joining counties for this service. 
| Beck pointed out the necessity for 
‘close co-operation between the two 
governments, saying, “We must care 
‘for the needy and the sick above all 
else.” 

Commissioner Longino said an ex- 
tra tax of three mills probably would 
be necessary before the county would 
be financially able to operate the pub- 
lic hospitals. Tuesday the commission- 
ers notified council they would as- 
sume the responsibility for operating 
public hospitalization if the citizens 
‘would authorize them levying a hos- 
|pital tax. They suggested a special 
| election to determine public senti- 
‘ment.

POPE PIUS CONTINUES 
T0 STEADILY IMPROVE 


Pontiff Given Heart Stim- 
ulant After Restless Sleep, 
Vatican Reports. 


VATICAN CITY, Dec. 11.—(?)}— 


Pope Pius displayed new strength to- 
day in his fight against partial leg 
paralysis but his physician prescribed 
stimulants to correct irregularity of 
his heart action. 

He endured the most prolonged ac 
tivity since he was stricken last Sat- 
urday,. talking for nearlv an hour with 
the Archbishop of Toledo, Spain, 
about events in that strife-torn coun- 


ry. 

Vatican sources have asserted the 
79-year-old pontiff's worries over the 
Spanish struggle. in which Catholic 
leaders and church property have been 
reported attacked, were in part re- 
sponsible for the holy father’s col- 
lapse. 

Just before dawn today the pope 
was given a heart stimulant, after a 
restless — sleep. His swollen 
caused him pain. 

Dr. Amanti Milanti, his physician, 
ordered discontinuance of the applica- 
tion of hot packs to the pope’s chest. 
They had been used to stimulate cir- 
culation. 

Osservatore Romano, 
newspaper, printed an official bulletin 
saying: 

“The progressive improvement pre- 
viously noticed in the pope's condi- 
tion continues most satisfactorily. 

“The local disturbance, which neces- 
sitates some further period of rest, 
has moderated.” 

Dr. Milani visited his patient sev- 
erat times and expressed satisfaction 
at his progress.

Views on Farewell Message of England’s Ex-Ruler 


By BESSIE S. STAFFORD. 

Drama rose to its greatest 
heights yesterday when Edward 
VIII renounced the throne of Fng- 
land for the ‘“‘woman I love,” 
in a radio message that reached 
around the world and was listen- 
ed to by millions. He handed his 
kingly scepter to his brother, the 
Duke of York, in words that 
stirred the emotions and made a 
direct heart appeal. 

The intonation of the human 
voice when he said he could not 
accept the burdens and responsi- 
bilities that go with kingship 
without the help of Wallis War- 
field Simpson, made a lasting im- 
pression and went a long way to- 
ward making the situation more 
understandable. 

The manner in which he bade 
farewell to his people and com- 
mended them into the care of 
King George VI will portend to 
make the way easier and happier 
for England and her new King. 
There was no malice in his voice, 
only a tragic sincerity of purpose 
came over the air that wrung the 
heartstrings and left the listener 
more sympathetic for the ‘“‘man” 
and not the “King.”

King Edward’s farewell mes- 
sage to the British empire tugged 
at the heartstrings, even of those 
of us who feel that in his abdi- 
cation of the throne he laid down 
a sacred trust imposed upon him 
at his birth. His forthright state- 
ment gave a clear and understand- 
able reason for his unprecedented 
act. His unashamed declaration 
for a future life with the woman 
he loves somewhat overcame a 
prejudice born of an existing idea 
that a kingship demands sacrifice. 
If his abdication was a denial of 
that sacrifice, he was admirable 
in his denial. 

The note of sadness in the 
King’s voice told volumes of what 
the abdication cost him, both in 
the love of his subjects and the 
separation from the royal family.

Seated in The Constitution’s 
office yesterday with fellow work- 
ers I listened intently to Great 
Britain’s former King tell his rea- 
son for abdicating. They were 
tense moments and those dramatic 
words, coming from across the 
sea, touched a responsive and 
sympathetic chord in this listen- 
er’s heart. Such a_ straight- 
forward, frank and honest con- 
fession is to be admired and ap- 
plauded. 

The message brought thoughts 
of the approaching celebration of 
the birthday of the world’s first 
King. Wasn't His life one of just 
such honesty and truth? Across 
the centuries, history’s pages 
have recorded the deeds and 
achievements of men accomplish- 
ed only because of the guiding 
influence and the love of a noble 
wife. It has been the hand that 
rocked the cradle that has ruled 
the world. Why should the King 
of England be denied such inspira- 
tion?

Windsor has proved by ‘honest 
confession he is the world’s great- 
est lover.
